understanding the placement of the font in 
particular. 

Our project committee met this past week 
and decided to move forward using the 
Crazy Horse granite in the building of our 
new furnishings for our worship space. At 
the same time, the committee realized the 
importance of ongoing catechesis that 
needs to take place on the theology and the 
churches teaching and understanding of the 
Altar, Ambo and Baptismal Font.
